In Parliament 


Representation Needed to Safeguard 
5 > Interests of Farmers- 


How can you expect the farmers 
to get a square deal when, as now, 
you have seventy-cight lawyers and 
twenty-cight farmers in the federal 
parliament? I do not charge delib- 
erate wrong-doing to men of other 
callings in parliament. The whole 
trouble is that they have the wrong 
viewpoint. When farmers are rep- 
resented in parliament in proportion 
to their numbers and the importance 
of their calling, you will get a square 
deal. Why is it the farmer has not 
his proper place in matters of legis- 
lation? It is because he is too mod- 
est; he is too ready to submit to the 
direction of others. As_ indicating 
what farmers can do, take the casc 
of North Dakota. In that state last 


year the farmers got together, they 
prepared their own farmers’ plat 
form, and on that platform they 


elected their candidate for governor, 
all the state officers but one, and 
ninety per cent. of the members of 
the state legislature, 

In the West we have laid down a 
farmers’ platform; that platform has 
adopted by the farm organiza- 
of the three Prairie Provinces, 
In constituencies where farmers are 
in the majority we propose to ask 
candidates nominated in the usual 
way to accept that platform, and fail- 
ing such acceptance we propose to 
nominate and clect our own,—R. 
Mackenzie in the Farmers’ Magazine.

Blackleg in Cattle 


Prevention Is Possible Through Use 
of Vaccination 


The Manitoba departinent of agri- 
culture has had complaints from a 
few parts of the country of — loss 
among cattle from blackleg, and this 
is just the time of year to be on the 
lookout for it. The blackleg germ, 
when once introduced into a district, 
lives in the soil, and is liable to at- 
tack animals, especially young cattle, 
at pasture, 

The symptoms are quite character- 
istic, the first usually being sudden 
lameness, in which one of the legs i 
dragged stiffly. Local swelling d 
velops rapidly, and these produce « 
rackling sound when pressed. The 
isease is almost always rapidly fat-

Storing Potatoes 


Valuable Advice to Follow in Order 
to Save Loss - 


“It is bad practice to store pota- 
toes in large bins or pits,” says Prof, 
William Stuart, of the U.S. depart- 
nient of agriculture, Not infrequent- 
ly potatoes are piled to a depth of 
ten to fifteen fect, the pile being cor- 
respondingly large in the other two 
dimensions, When stored in this 
manner they are almost certain to 
fo through a rather violent sweating 
or curing process, during the course 
of which the tubers in the central 
portion of the pile are frequently 
subjected to a dangerously high tem- 
perature, 

This is especially true if the tubers 
are slightly immature, or were not 
dry and free from moist soil when 
gathered, or if stored when the out 
side temperature is high, making. it 
difficult to lower the inside tempera- 
ture of the house, 


Overheating from all of these 
causes may be avoided by | making 
some provision for ventilating the 


pile. ‘This is most easily accomplish- 
ed by inserting division walls at in- 
tervals throughout the pile. 

The division walls may consist of 
two-by-four uprights on the two-inch 
face of which are nailed — seven- 
cighths by four-inch strips of any 
desired length, leaving a one-ineh 
space between each strip. This gives 
a ventilated partition, which can be 
of any height and length desired 

By placing these in an upright po- 
sition five or six fect apart as the 
bin or storage house is being filled, 
good ventilation will be sceured and 
an casy avenue of escape for both 
heat and moisture provided, It is 
poor policy to invite heavy storage 
losses by hailure to provide the pro- 
per conditions. 

Where the crop ‘is not large 
enough to justify building a storage 
cellar or storage house, or where the 
grower is not financially able to 
inake these investments, potatocs 
can be carried over successfully in 
pits, provided these pits are carefully

Means Many Discharged for Various

An interesting statement giving 
fgures for recruiting and wastage in 
the Canadian expeditionary force

Ideals—na- 
tional and international, must not 
be repugnant to realism—a human 
and humane conception of human 
wants and purposes—if we are to 
live in a peaceful world after the war. 
But that is very different from the 
pagan and cynical inaterialism which 
moved the imperial German ‘oligar- 
chy to launch the German armies 
and the German people in a war of 
aggression against the world and to

The total number of persons en- 
gaged in the carrying out of these 
arrangements during the month of 
August was 9,360 of whom 1,027 were 
paid and 8,333 were volunteer work- 
ers. During the month an average of 
over 1,800 men a day were conveyed 
across London to res: houses at 
hours when the ordinary vehicles of 
transportation were not running, 

In the 83 rest houses which con- 
tain over ten thousand beds no less 
than 160,760 officers and men slept.

Money in Sheep 


Profitableness of Sheep Raising on 
Small Farms 


An instance of the success that can 
be attained in sheep raising on small 
farms in Alberta is given in the case 
of Mr. H. Sykes, who has a 320-acre 
farm some ten miles northeast _ of 
Castor, Alberta. As a beginning Mr, 
Sykes secured sixty head of sheep 
four years ago.

No Such Thing Now as White Bread 
in the Old Country 


Canada and the United States prob- 
ably will be able to provide for the 
allies’ requirements of cereals other 
than wheat, during the next twelve 
months, 

The allied peoples themselves have 
been economizing with wheat and 
wheat flour, As Lord Northcliffe 
said in Montreal, “There is no such 
thing as white bread in the old coun- 
try, from the king’s table down- 
wards.’ Other cereals are being used 
but they cannot be used alone for 
bread. The allies must add them to 
wheat flour to make the war bread 
now in universal use in European 
countries, Except in Italy, where 
the people normally consume much 
corn, there are few corn mills in 
Furope. Cornmeal, not being a dur- 
able commodity, cannot be shipped 
across the ocean in great quantities. 

The allies must have a wheat flour 
basis for their war loaf. Unless the 
people of Canada and the United 
Btates are willing to substitute other 
cereals for part of the wheat flour 
which they normally consume, they 
will be denying even war bread tu 
many thousands of people. Substi- 
tution of at least one pound of other 
cereals for one pound of wheat flour 
weekly, per person, would ave oa 
very large quantity of whest for 
export. It would still be far short 
of meeting the normal consumption 
requirements of the allies but it 
would save the situation,

‘The Road to Calais 


Barred by the Dauntless Courage of 
the British Race 


In 1934 a British army, “the con- 
temptible little army,” that the kai- 
ser sneered at, came to Ypres, Hard 
driven by the legions of Germany, 
which often outnumbered them five 
to one, and somctimes to a greater 
degree, woefully lacking in big, gins, 
high explosives, and’ airplanes, it pos- 
sessed that which the Junkers can 
never give to the hordes they lead: 
the dauntless courage of the British 
tace, Over the very ground across 
which the powerful successors — of 
‘the Contemptibles” are now passing 
from victory to victory the British 
army of that day fought and died in 
vain efforts to hold ridge positions 
which the Huns believed would give 
them the mastery in the fight for a 
clear road to Calais, But the British 
held on, With flesh and blood they 
battled against heavy guns and vast 
quantitics of shells for them. They 
knew what it was to be strictly lime 
ited to so many rounds of ammuni- 
tion for so many guns per day, to 
be used only in times of stress, But 
they barred the way to Calais; they 
Ypres—impossible though that 
position was under all the rules of 
war as its most scientific exponents 
knew them, That army suffered as 
no other army on the west front has 
ever suffered, and to the punishment 
on the field y added ae cry of the 
critics at home for the abandonment 
of the Ypres salient. 

When the new armies began to 
reach the “Contemptibles” the Can- 
adians were among them, and in the 
second battle of Ypres, in the spring 
of 1915, they were among those to 
Withstand the first gas attacks by the 
murderers of Louvain, Again the 
Huns failed to break through to the 
coast. ‘There followed many weary 
months of bitter battling under con- 
ditions that tried the endurance — of 
every rank to the limit; the origina) 
army was practically swept away, 
and a new army began to grow. To- 
day it is a mighty host, unconquer- 
able as was its small original, equip- 
ped as no other army ever has been. 
It has guns by the thousand, and it 
is smashing the Hun systematically 
and remorseless! Of the officers 
and men of the Hist small force but 
few are now in the field. Sir Doug- 
las Haig is one of them, To him, 
and to his living comrades who 
feught when it seemed that their 
fighting was all in vain, this is in- 
deed the hour of triumph. One can 
imagine that even in the stress of 
great battles they think often of the 
biave men who fell in the early days 
of “the great adventure,” and they 
turn from such thoughts with — re- 
newed courage to the battles which 
are breaking the power of those who 
aimed to shackle liberty and enslave 
aemocracy. 


Flint Pebbles Dscovered 
In Saskatchewan 


Moaterianl. Mesd ia Manufacture uf 
Cement Is Found Near 
Gouveneur 


Almost on top of the announce- 
ment of the discovery of large de- 
posits of managanese and of exten- 
sive fields of potash in the province, 
comes the news of the finding in 
Saskatchewan of another valuable 
commercial commodity in the form 
of flint pebbles, a material which is 
used in the manufacture of cement 
and which has hitherto been import- 


ed from Sweden for the use | of 
American and Canadian  manufac- 
tures. To the indefatigable geolo- 


gical hunter the natural treasures of 
this province are rapidly being yield- 
ed.

isfaction, The find is particularly 
timely in view of the fact that ship- 
ents from Europe have almost 
ised owing to the difficulty of se- 


curing space in ocean bottoms for 
their transportation, and the discov- 
ery opens up a good prospect for 


the establishment of a new industry 
in Canada, with the whole American 
continent for a market, 


Gouveneur, where the discovery 
was made, is a little village south- 
west of Regina on ape Weyburn- 
Lethbridge line of the C.P.R., and 
lics some sixty miles south of Swift 
Current. The discovery has only re- 
cently been, made, the mineral being 
on the surface, and the first ship- 
ment of pebbles from the new mine 
was sent to the Cobalt district last 
month. 

Flint pebbles are used for grinding 
cement very fine in what is known in 
the trade as tube mill, An authority 
on the subject says: “A tube mill 
consists of a long horizontal cylinder 
filled nearly to its axels with flint 
pebbles imported from Europe which 
average about 2 to 3 inches in dia 
meter. The cement is ground by rol- 
ling it around with the flints, It is 
then thrown by centrifugal force 
against the screen which regulates 
the fineness of grinding and prevents 
the passing of pieces of flint. A tube 
mill which passes, say 250 barrels of 
cement a day, will require the  re- 
newal of the flint pebbles at the rate 
of about 600 pounds per week.” 

In the mass flint is dark and 
opaque, but thin plates or the edges 


of splinters are pale yellow and 
translucent, Its hardness is greater 
than that of steel, so that a_ knife 
blade leaves a grey streak when 
drawn across its surface. It is brit- 
tle and when hammered readily 
breaks up into powder of angular 


grains, Powdered flint was former- 
ly used in the m, nufacture of glass 
and is still one of the ingredients of 
miany of the finer varieties of pot- 
tery. —Regina Leader,

war is not a profitable business. 

“That is partly the business of the 
blockade, but a blockade by itself 
will not do everything, We must go 
further and cut off the overseas 
branches of the war barons in the 
far East, South America and else- 
where. The American ‘Trading with 
the Enemy Act,’ is admirably con- 
ceived for the purpose of cramping 
this business, but more must still be 
done. These vultures cannot

It is hard to say why there are 
not more sheep. raised in Alberta, 
when the Western states pastures are 
so crowded, but possibly nothing has 


held the industry back more than 
the difficulty to raise money. The 
Canadian banks went wild on land 


speculation along with the public and 
neglected good solid investment like 
live stock, but the pendulum has 
swung back. Evidence of this is 
clearly seen in the late changes in 
the Dominion Bank Act which per- 
mits the bank to loan money directly 


on the live stock as security taking 
mortgage or direct bill of sale. It re- 
mains to be seen if this important 
bit of legislation will have the de- 


sired effect of increasing the sheep

Out About Casualties 


Procedure of Seeking 


and Trans- 


mitting Information Is 
Explained 
In view of the fact that the Cana- 
dian military authorities oversess 
are almost swatnped with inquirics 


in regard to casualties among the 
Canadian troops at the front, the mil- 
itia department Jagathought. i it 5 
lab aac a statement tow 
how inrormmation may best be obta 
ed, and describing the method em- 
ployed by the authorities in handling 
all information received. 

To begin with, it 1s stated that all 
inquiries with regard to casualti es in 
the Canadian forces should be ad- 
dressed to the director of records, 
militia headquarters, Ottawa, and 
not to the authorities overseas. All 
information with regard to casual- 
ties is dispensed from London, Jng., 
by cable as soon as it is reccive 
and consequently the records oft 
here is possessed of it at the carliest 
Possible period, Sometimes, when 
casualties are heavy, it takes as long 
as two weeks to get details at the 
1ecords office in England, but as soon 
as th details are available they are 
cabled to Ottawa. Information is 
then sent to the next of kin by tele- 
gram at the earliest possible time. 
Sometimes unofficial information is 
received by the next of kin by direct 
cable from the soldier's commanding 
officer, but of course the militia de- 
partment can issue only information 
which has been confirmed, 

The procedure in obtaining infor- 
ion in order to reply to inquiries 
arding officers and men whose 
names have appeared on the casualty 
list is as follows: 

In cases of deaths, wounds or seri- 
ous illness, first reports reach the 
record office by cable; in the event 
of death occurring, or the condition 
of the wounded or sick soldier be- 
coming worse, the report is received 
through the same channel. In all 
other cases further particule with 
the exception of replies to inquiries 
from this office, reach the record 
office by mail. 

On reccipt of a telegr ram or letter 
asking for information, the casualty 
records are searched to ascertain if 
any later information than that al- 
ready in the possession of the writer 
(has been received, If there is any it 
is at once sent to the inquirer. lf 
none has been received, an acknowl- 
edgment of the telegram or letter is 
sent, and the writer is notified that 
inquiry is being made as to the pres- 
ent condition and whereabouts of the 
soldier, and the reply when received 
will be communicated to him or her, 

All inquiries of this mature are 
then sent to the section known as 
the war service message section. 
Each day, according to the number 
received, one or more “packed” cab- 
les are sent to the officer in charge 
of records, London, asking the pres- 
ent condition aud whereabouts  re- 
garding those concerning whom in- 
quiries have been received: These 
cables are forwarded in code. A 
record is kept of the soldiers inquir- 
ed about, the person who makes the 
inquiry, also the date on which it is 
sent to England, 

On receipt of each “War Service 
Message” cable from England steps 
are at once taken to decode same 
and to communicate the information 
received ‘with the least possible de- 
lay to all concerned. A portion of 
the staff works each Sunday, so as 
to expedite the information being 
communicated to those concerned. 
The report is also entered on the 
casualty records of the officer or 
vile referred to, 


Copies of all telegrams and Ictters 
received or sent are placed on the in-

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Sale of Diseased Potatoes 


By Prof. V. W. Jackson, Manitoba 
Agricultural College 


In judging at the Boys’ and Girls’ 
Club Fairs this fall I have found that 
75 per cent, of the potatoes showed 
scab, some very badly, and that one 
out of every three potatoes showed 
a brown ring when the stem end was 
cut off, which is the start of dry rot, 
and, although it may not scriously 
spoil the potatoes for cooking at this 
time of the year, it spoils them for 
sale because the merchants will take 
advantage of this disease to reduce 
the price. The first three car loads 
of potatoes sent from Manitoba to 
Minneapolis last year were sent back 
on account of dry rot, but not, of, 
course, until they had made an offer’ 
of half-price for them, All who have 
potatoes for sale should cut a thin 
slice off the stem end to see if there

The latest advices»from Palestine.

Some months 
ago, tlrewTurkish. authorities entered 
upon a campaign against the 
in Palestine, which followed, ali too 
exactly, says an exchange, upon the 
lines of the treatment meted out to 
the Armenians and the Syrians, Re- 
liable reports ‘showed that the Jews 
were being driven out of Jaffa, Jer- 
tsalem, and other cities, in thou- 
sands, and that they were not allow- 
ed to carry off any of their belong- 
ings, or to take with them a day's 
stipplysof food; whilst, once they 
were forced out, the most cynically 
complete methods were adopted to 
insure that they should not be able 
to obtain any kind of sustenance. 
The latest reports, available from 


youn show that these measures have |

cen, in a large measure, effective, 
Jaffa, which was once a thriving 
city, has been cconomically ruined, 
and reports from other parts of Pal- 
estine show that the policy inaugu- 
rated some months ago, is bein 
steadily carried out. There is nee 
for the plainest speaking in this mat- 
ter. The tale of massacre and outrage 
at various places in the mid-East has 
become such a stock story, in the 
news of the day, that there is seri- 
ous danger of its being almost taken 
for granted. The well-night incon- 
ceivable horrors of the Armenian 
acres, followed closely by Dje- 
“policy of extermination,” in 
ia, are now being re-enacted in 
stine, Families are being mas- 
sacred, towns and territories eva- 
cuated, communities plundered and 
given over to pillage. Thus, the 
town of Gaza was recently ordered 
by the Turkish authorities, to be 
evacuated by the civil population, 


‘and, in pursuance of this order, the, this period under depressing 


inhabitants were forced to set out 
upon their journey with nothing but 
the clothes they wore. All their be- 
longings were left in their homes. 
and were immediately turned over 
to the Turkish troops for loot. 

The outrages in Palestine present 
one peculiar feature: In the case 
of the Armenians, the desire was to 
get rid of troublesome question by 
exterminating the causes of it. In 
Syria, the desire was somewhat sim- 
ilar. But, hitherto, the Jew has al- 
ways been shown comparatively 
friendly treatment in Turkey. He 
has never been regarded as an cle- 
ment in the population which the 
authorities would rather have  elim- 
inated. On the contrary, he has 
generally been accorded a favored 
position aynongst the subject peo- 


in their midst. The destruction and 
outrage at present going on in Pal- 
estine, therefore, is of a most wan- 
ton description. The thriving Jewish 
colony around Taffa. for instance, 
Was a source of greai income to the 
government. Nevertheless, this hay 
been dispersed and destroyed, and 
the same may be said of the posi- 
tion in Jerusalem and other citics 
Around Gaza, calvary horses were, 
it is said, deliberately turned over 
to graze on such scanty crops as the 
inhabitants had been able to grow, 
so that there will be no grain this 
year, in a country where conditions 
of living are, even now, almost des- 
perate. Broadly speaking, there is in 
the whole condition only one conso-

The Vanishing Elk 


Drastic Measures Must Be Taken to 
Save Them From Extinction 


Next in importance to big-horn 
sheep, though least in numbers, 
among the Rocky Mountain big 


game, is the American elk or wapiti. 
It once ranged nearly the entire con- 
tinent in millions, but is now reduc- 
ed so greatly that it has become pos- 
sible to take a rcasonably accurate 
census of its numbers. its habitat 
was originally from Mexico to -the 
Peace river and from the Pacific to 
the Atlantic, between the St. Law- 
rence and the coast of South Caro- 
lina. Today, a few scattered bands 
along the Rockies between Colorado 
and the Brazcau river and some iso- 
lated herds in the forests of north- 
ern Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 
comprise the entire wild clk left in 
North America. Probably the total 
docs not exceed 60,000 head, less 
than 5,000 of which are found in 
Canada, In the Rockies there are 
probably from 175 to 365, of which 
the insignificant remnant in the val- 
ley of the Brazcau is the last of the 
original elk herds of Alberta. Those 
now found in the south are British 
Columbia elk that have migrated to 
the East slope since the inauguration 
of a closed season on elk in Alberta 
some five or six years ago. 

Elk are grazing animals, but have 
been forced to become forest dwel- 
lers. ney live principally on grass, 
weeds and low brush, such as small 
poplar, birch and willows. This de-

Our Vital Statistics 
Are being Improved 


Dominion and Provinces Getting ‘To. 
gether to Provide Anuua!l Re- 
turns of Births, Marriages 
and Deaths 


Canada is much in need of an effi- 
cient and uniform system of vital 
Statistics, and the census and statis- 
tics office, under the energetic con- 
trol of Mr, R, H. Coats, the new 
Dominion Statistician, is making a 
strong effort to remedy existing de- 
fects, 

“One province,” says Mr. Coats, 
“has no vital statistics at all. In the 
others, legislation and methods dif- 
fer in the widest degrec, The statis- 
tical year is not uniform; only six of 
the provinces use a common year, 
The Bertillon, or international, clas- 
sification of deaths is wholly or par- 
tially adopted by seven other prov- 
inces, but not by the eighth. Still 
more unsettling, each province has 
its own separate scheme for the col- 
lection, compilation and presentation 
of these statistics. Take the highly 
important matter of the form of the 
death certificate—one of the several 
that could be cited; of the twenty- 
four items which such a certificate 
should cover two of the provinces 
omit sixteen, another fifteen, and 
another thirteen, whilst the lowest 
number of omissions is three, and 
this does not include other items of 
the twenty-four which are incom- 
plete in what they call for.” 

The census and statistic office, of 
course, takes the decennial census, 
but it must look to the provinces to 
collect and compile annual vital sta- 
tistics. Provincial information is of 
no value for comparative purposes if 
i the 
re 


same system of compiling and 
porting. The efforts of the census 
and statictics office are therefore di- 
tected towards getting all the 
provinses to adopt one system. lt 
has drawn up a memorandum of vit- 
al statistical information and legisla- 
tion gathered from all over the 
world and is discussing it with the 
provinces so that the subject may be 
viewed from every possible view- 
point. Then, negotiations will be 
formally opened with the provinces 
to secure ratification of a plan of 
compilation that will enable interna- 
tional comparisons as well as meet 
our own needs, According to this 
plan the census office will act as ap 
inspecting agency and will compile 
the resulting statistics on a national 
basis,
